Infant  Baptism 

By  R.  F.  HALLFORD 
Since  so  many  people  believe  in  and 
practice  “infant  baptism,'’  and  ap¬ 
parently  believe  that  the  Bible 
teaches  it,  surely  we  want  to  know 
whether  or  not  they  are  correct.  If 
so  we  Baptists  should  begin  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  it.  If  not  then  we  Baptists 
should  not  do  so. 

Household  Baptism  Examined 
What  we  mean  by  the  term  “house¬ 
hold  baptisms”  is  a  case  in  which 
every  member  of  a  household  is  bap¬ 
tized,  as  occurred  on  a  number  of 
occasions  in  the  New  Testament. 

The  argument  of  infant  baptism 
advocates  is  that  it  would  be  un¬ 
thinkable  to  suppose  that  there  was 
not  a  single  Infant  in  all  those  house¬ 
hold  baptisms  which  we  find  in  the 
New  Testament  record.  However  there 
is  no  mention  of  infants  in  any  of

Other  actions  of  the  committee  in¬ 
cluded:  Instructing  the  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  Dr.  J.  D. 
Ray,  to  appoint  a  Social  Service  Com¬ 
mission  to  serve  until  the  next  Board 
meeting  (because  at  the  last  Board 
meeting  this  matter  was  overlooked); 
authorized  a  mail  vote  by  the  Board 
members  concerning  the  special  re¬ 
quest  of  the  BSU  Department  for  ad¬ 
ditional  funds  for  the  remainder  of 
this  convention  year;  authorized  the 
purchase  of  a  flat-bed  accounting 
machine  and  designated  Executive 
Secretary  Quarles  as  Secretary  of 
Evangelism  and  “in  that  capacity  to 
be  In  full  charge  of  our  program  of 
Evangelism.” 

The  committee  had  before  it  several 
requests  for  Church  Building  and 
Pastoral  Aid.  Not  being  emergencies, 
the  committee,  took  no  action,  leaving 
the  requests  for  later  consideration 
by  the  Converition  Board. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  was 
authorized  to  pay  to  the  First  Church, 
Oxford,  whenever  requested,  the  $20,- 
000  which  is  deposited  with  the 
Foundation  to  the  credit  of  the  Ox¬ 
ford  Church. 

Full  statistical  Information  will  be 
Included  in  the  Convention  Annual 
if  the  Convention  Board  concurs  with 
the  Executive  Committee  “that  we 
look  favor  on  full  statistical  infor¬ 
mation  being  included  in  our  an¬ 
nual.”

A  STATEMENT  OF  POLICY

The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  at  its  quarterly  meet¬ 
ing,  July  3,  1950,  at  the  Baptist 
Building,  instructed  me  to  make 
a  statement  outlining  the  policy 
of  the  Board  concerning  grants 
of  Building  and  Pastoral  Aid 
between  Board  meetings  and 
supply  a  copy  of  this  policy  to 
those  making  applications  as 
well  as  to  those  whose  applica¬ 
tions  are  already  on  file  on 
which  no  action  has  been  taken. 

The  statement  of  policy  is 
simply  this:  No  applications  for 
Building  or  Pastoral  Aid  made 
by  the  churches  between  -the 
meetings  of  the  annual  Missis¬ 
sippi  Board  will  be  granted  ex¬ 
cept  those  that  are  deemed  as 
applications  because  of  definite 
emergencies.  An  emergency  im¬ 
plies  that  a  building  has  been 
destroyed  by  fire,  or  storm,  or 
some  other  unforseen  emergen¬ 
cy  has  arisen.

the  records.  They  base  their  argu¬ 
ments  on  everyday  suppositions. 

|  Instance  Cited 

s  Five  "household  baptisms”  recorded 
in  the  New  Testament.  In  order  that 
we  may  have  them  before  us  to  study. 
Jet  us  look  again  at  each  record  and 
aee  if  there  is  anything  In  them  to 
prove  or  even  indicate  that  any  in¬ 
fants  were  baptized: 

There  is  no  Indication  in  this  re¬ 
cord  that  there  were  any  infants  in 
the  household  of  Cornelius.  According 
to  the  record  (Acts  10:44-44),  the  Holy 
Spirit  fell  on  all  them;  they  heard  the 
Word;  they  spoke  with  tongues;  they 
magnified  God;  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Spirit.  An  infant  cannot  do  these 
things. 

No  hint  is  given  of  any  Infants  in 
the  household  of  Lydia.  (Acts  16:13- 
J5).  Apparently,  Lydia  was  a  business 
woman,  and  as  such  probably  had  no 
husband.  In  that  case,  her  household 
would  consist  of  her  associates  and 
servants.  As  there  is  no  ground  for 
believing  that  she  had  a  husband 
and  children,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
prove  from  this  Instance  that  any  in¬ 
fants  were  baptized. 

Those  who  believe  that  infants  were 
baptized  in  this  household  of  the 
Philippian  jailor  (Acts  16:31-34)  bas¬ 
ed  their  argument  on  the  latter  part 
of  verse  31;  "and  thou  shalt  be  saved, 
and  thy  house.”  However,  such  per¬ 
sons  seem  to  irgnore  the  fact  that  the 
command  to  believe  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  addressed  to  "thy 
house”  before  the  promise  of  salva¬ 
tion  Is  given  to  them!  Too,  every 
member  of  that  household  was  old 
enough  to  “believe”  and  "rejoice”  in 
the  Lord.  Infants  could  not  do  that! 

In  the  case  of  the  household  of 
Crispus  (Acts  16:8),  one  expression: 
“believed  on  the  Lord  with  all  his 
house,”  is  sufficient  refutation  of  the 
“infant  baptism”  theory  in  this  case. 
Svery  member  of  the  household  was 
old  enough  to  "believe  on  the  Lord.” 

If  the  members  of  the  household  of 
Stephanas  (I  Cor.  16,  16:15)  were  the 
"firstfruits”  of  the  Gospel  in  Asia, 
and  had  "addicted  themselves  to  the 
ministry  of  the  saints,”  it  would  be 
difficult  to  prove  that  any  of  them 
were  mere  infants  when  they  did  so! 

Having  considered  'every  "household 
baptism”  in  the  New  Testament,  and 
failing  to  find  one  bit  of  evidence  in 
favor  of  "infant  baptism,”  we  con¬ 
clude  that  its  advocates  must  look 
somewhere  except  in  the  Bible  for 
their  evidence,  because  the  Bible  does 
Wot  teach  infant  baptism!  •

lined  with  Tennessee  marble.  It  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  $700,000  over  a 
period  of  two  years.

be  able  to  "spot”  them  more  readily, 
we  list  them  here: 

The  Greek  Orthudux  Church  also 
practices  infant  baptism.  Contrary  to 
the  procedure  of  their  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  neighbors,  however,  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Church  practices  immersion 
only  for  baptism.  They  even  im¬ 
merse  babies,  we  are  told  on  good 
authority,  as  young  as  five  weeks  of 
age. 

Many  Protestants,  including  Epis¬ 
copalians,  Presbyterians,  and  Metho¬ 
dists,  practice  infant  baptism,  and 
make  it  a  large  part  of  their  system 
of  teaching.  Of  course,  they  inherited 
the  teaching  and  practice  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  from  which 
they  are  descended. 

Various  explanations  are  offered  In 
defense  of  this  practice,  but  the  only 
real  reason  for  It  is  as  a  means  to  sal¬ 
vation  for  the  Infant  who  is  baptized. 
Its  advocates  can  deny  this  charge 
from  now  until  doom’s  day,  but  their 
inferences  and  statements  "give  them 
away.”  Quite  often,  in  reading  their 
writings  and  listening  to  their  state¬ 
ments,  we  come  across  the  word 
"sacrament.”  Now,  this  word  means 
"that  which  possesses  saving  power,” 
and  there  is  no  way  to  deny  it  suc¬ 
cessfully.  Therefore,  when  they  use 
the  term  "the  sacrament  of  baptism,” 
they  are  teaching  that  baptism  either 
saves  or  helps  to  save  the  one  who 
received  it. 

Roman  Catholics  present  their  posi¬ 
tion  in  no  uncertain  terms.  A  scholar 
*■  the  matter  says  that  Augustine 
"gave  infant  baptism  its  fixed  place 
in  the  church.  He  believed  that  bap¬ 
tism  was  absolutely  necessary  to  the 
salvation  of  every  person.  If  infants 
should  die  withont  being  baptised,  they 
would  be  consigned  to  an  eternal 
helL”

CHURCH  AT  FOREST  CLOSES 
GREAT  SPIRITUAL  REVIVAL 

The  Forest  Baptist  Church  recently 
closed  perhaps  the  greatest  revival 
held  in  the  Forest  Church.  The  spirit 
was  great  and  large  crowds  attend¬ 
ed  every  service.  The  morning  ser¬ 
vices  were  outstanding  with  over  150 
attending  each  morning.  Dr.  E.  N. 
Patterson  of  New  Orleans  was  the 
visiting  preacher  and  George  Dukes 
of  Magee  led  the  singing. 

The  church  spent  two  weeks  in 
preparation  with  10  special  commit¬ 
tees  being  appointed  to  plan  special 
rallies,  entertainment  and  cottage 
prayer  meetings.

What  Must  Be  Done? 

In  the  first  place,  the  associations 
must  organize.  An  organizer  must  be 
elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Association.  A  permanent 
General  Chairman  of  Evangelism 
should  be  elected,  if  not  already  elect¬ 
ed.  A  Steering  Committee  must  be 
set  up.  (See  The  Southern  Baptist 
Program  of  Evangelism  by  C.  E. 

Matthews  for  definite  directions  on 
this.) 

It  will  not  be  enough  for  us  merely 
to  organise  on  an  amociatienal  basis. 

This  is  only  the  beginning  step.  This 
organization  should  have  monthly 
meetings  up  until  the  time  of  the 
Crusade.  The  work  of  the  various  of¬ 
ficers  should  be  carefully  studied  and 
the  work  painstakingly  planned. 

There  should  he  a  monthly  check  up 
on  all  plans  and  results. 

Churches  must  be  contacted 
through  their  pastors  and  other  in¬ 
terested  leaders.  Some  will  need  to 
be  persuaded  to  cooperate  in  the 
Crusade.  Most  will  need  only  to  be  in¬ 
formed  to  secure  their  complete  co¬ 
operation  in  ail  plans. 

Why  A  “Simultaneous"  Campaign 
There  is  real  power  in  a  Crusade  for 
Christ  in  many  churches  simultan¬ 
eously.  When  many  churches  are  do¬ 
ing  the  same  thing  at  the  same  time 
there  is  a  real  opportunity  to  be  most 
effective.  There  is  great  advertsing 
value.  Newspapers  and  radio  stations 
will  give  publicity  to  such  a  crusade 
when  they  would  not  mention  an  in¬ 
dividual  effort  by  a  church. 

The  special  rallies  which  are  sug¬ 
gested  for  the  Crusade  will  have  great 
value  In  building  a  cooperative  spirit 
among  our  people.  There  Is  inspira¬ 
tion  In  a  great  mass  meeting  or  rally. 

If  there  is  any  value  in  friendly 
rivalry  in  Christ’s  work,  it  can  be 
utilized  in  building  the  attendance  for 
such  a  meeting. 

8ome  churches  will  have  a  revival 
meeting  in  such  a  Crusade  that  other¬ 
wise  would  not  have  one.  Souls  will 
be  saved  that  would  not  be  reached 
for  Christ.

Someone  remarked  there  were 
more  Southern  people  in  Chicago 
during  the  Convention  week  than 
•had  been  there  since  the  last 
Democratic  National  Convention. 

The  newspapers  of  Chicago  did 
not  “give  the  liberal  space  to  the 
Convention  news  such  as  has  been 
true  in  Southern  cities.  Also  absent 
were  the  familiar  banners  of  other 
years  decorating  places  of  busi¬ 
ness,  “Welcome,  Southern  Bap¬ 
tiste.” 

The  budget  adopted  was  about 
the  same  as  that  of  last  year:  $10,- 
000,000.  The  one  change  is  in  the 
amount  of  the  operating  budget, 
which  was  raised  from  $4,000,000 
to  $4,500,000.  The  first  $2,500,000 
received  after  the  operating  budget 
has  been  raised  will  go  to  capital 
needs,  and  the  remaining  $3,000,- 
000,  or  what  part  of  it  as  is  re¬ 
ceived,  will  go  to  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Advance  Program. 

The  Foreign  Mission  program 
Tuesday  evening  was  most  in¬ 
spiring  and  informing.  A  talkie- 
movie  of  the  Nigeria,  Africa,  mis¬ 
sion  field  gave  the  audience  a 
close-up  view  of  foreign  missions 
in  action.  The  pictures  were  clear 
and  the  talkie  gave  a  convincing 
description. 

The  Advance  Program  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  is  gaining 
favor  and  stimulating  interest 
among  Southern  Baptists  for  the 
worldwide  missionary  enterprise 
of  Southern  Baptists.  The  gifts  for 
Foreign  Missions  the  past  year  w  as 
just  a  little  less  than  six  million 
dollars.  This  will  enable  the  Board 
to  enter  new  fields,  erect  church 
and  mission  houses  that  are  sorely 
needed. 

The  board  reports  the  greatest 
number  of  baptisms  in  China  since 
Southern  Baptists  entered  that 
field,  despite  the  chaos  caused  by 
Communists.  Theere  are  now  a 
total  of  700  missionaries  under  the 
Board. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Theological  Education,  recom¬ 
mending  that  two  new  seminaries 
be  opened— one  in  Berkeley, 
Calif.,  and  the  other  at  Wake 
Forest,  N.  C. — was  adopted  by  the 
Convention.  The  one  in  California 
already  has  been  in  operation  for 
several  years  under  the  California 
(Southern)  State  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  new  seminary  at  Wake 
(Continued  On  Page  Five)

Recent  news  articles  concerning 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance  meet¬
